A STARTLING VISION. 
General Grant Leading an Army of 


[From the Uhicago Herald. } 
John W. Benson, a colored docto 
residing on North Eighth street, Phil- 


York, bas had a vision which he in- 
sists portends bloody times in 1884 
Recently a reporter was met on Eighth 
street by the doctor, who said that, 
while not a visionist or a dreamer, he 
had nevertheless had some remarkabl« 
experience ip the vision business. He 
had a Vision last summer in which a 
Republican defeat in Ohio was por 
trayed in an unmistakable manner, 
and in other matters his visions had 
been equally as successful. | 

“Tt was 4 o’clock last Monday 
mornimag,“ said the doctor, proceeding 
with his vision story, “ that the vision 
appeared to me. I was neither awake 
oor asleep, so it was not a dream. It 
seemed to be about 10 o'clock in the 
morning, and two suns appeared i! 
the sky. The under sun was blood 
red, and seemed stationary. The sk; 
was all in a blaze, and I saw a vas! 
army of white men gathering in the 
southwest. A minute later a colored 
army appeared and at its head was 
General Grant, on whose saddle cloth 
were the figures ‘ 1884,’ Firing began, 
and a terrible battle ensued, at th: 
close of which the white army stacked 
their arms. Hundreds of colored 
women and children now appeared, 
and in their midst rose a beautifu) 
woman bearing a banner, on which ap- 
peared a figure of the Goddess of Lib 
erty. Just then a terrible storm arose 
and the vision was swept away.“ 

„Was this all the vision?” 

“Yes, sir; and it was enough, 80 
far as Iam concerned, as I was ins 
terrible state of excitement.” 

„What does it portend?” 

„Just what it indicated—a terrible 
war in 1884. I have never been mis- 
taken yet. 

The reporter suggested that prob- 
ably the vision was produced by too 
hearty a midnight supper, but the 
doctor hooted this down, denying that 
he was adicted to midnight repasts. 


Story of a Life. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Mrs. Jerome 
Bonaparte, reported to be dying, was 
by birth a granddaughter of Daniel 
Webster, and by marriage a grand- 
daughter ot the First Consul’s brother 
by his Baltimore wife. Her father 
was Wiiliam H. Robsell, a wealthy 
New York merchant, who married 
Webster's daughter. When Mrs. Bon- 
aparte was 21 she married Leroy Ed- 
gar. At 26 she was left a widow with 
$1,000,000. Two or three years tfter- 
ward, while traveling in Europe, she 
met Colonel Jerome Bonaparte, then a 
French dragoon officer. The pay of 
French officers being very*small when 
Colonel Bonaparte met Mrs. Edgar— 
he had only a salary of $900 and an 
allowance of about $1,000 a year from 
his grandmother—his marriage with a 
young and beautiful lady with a large 
fortune was a brilliant thing for him, 
but there were influences adverse to 
him, and he could never get his pro- 
motion to General of Brigade. When 
Mme. Patterson-Bonaparte died some 
three years ago she left him $1,300,000.

Epitor GazeTTE—Dear Sir: Judg- 
ing from your editorial in the WEEKLY 
Gazettes of the 30th ult. I believe you 
to be misinformed in regard to the en- 
counter between Anderson and Reek 
which took place in Eureka just be- 
fore the late election, and which has 
been taken wp so generally by the 
press throughout the State. eing 
personally well acquainted. with both 
parties, and the particulars of their 
quarrel, I believe the press generally 
are doing Reek a great injustice in 
condemning him without a thorough 
knowledge of the circumstances, and I 
write this letter believing that you 
would not willingly pervert the facts 
to the injury of him or any other man. 
From a long acquaintance with Mr. 
Reek I know him to be a peaceable, law- 
abiding citizen, and not in the habit 
of carrying weapons of any kind. In 
the afternoon before the shooting Mr. 
Reek was obliged to go to Eureka for 
a physician for his wife who was very 
sick. Just betore he started a friend 
warned him against an attack which 
he (the friend) judged, from what he 
had heard, would be made upon him, 
and suggested to Reck that he ought 
not goto Eureka unarmed. At this 
Mr. Reek demurred, remarking that 
he did not think he needed any weapon 
and did not like to carry one; but his 
friend insisted and gave Reek lis (the 
friend’s) pistol.

The Animal That helleves Exchange 
is tot Robbery.” 

The "trade rat” has never been seen 
went of the Rocky Mountains, 80 fat 
as the writer is informed, until dis- 
covered in Reno a few days ago. The 
animal is about the size of the wood 
rat“ of the Sierra Nevada, which every 
prospector knows is the most mis- 
chievous creature in existence, barring 
neither monkey nor magpie. It will 
invade a miner’s camp 1n the night 
and pack off spoons, tin plates and 


other precious things. When it runs 
over a sleeping man at night he thinks 
a fiock of sheep has struck him. It 
seems to be their favorite pastime to 
race back and forth over sleeping men, 
after they have stolen every small ar- 
ticle, which they stow away in nests 
resembling a diminutive wigwam. 
ibe „trade rat” is also mis- 
chievous, but unlike the wood rat, he 
does not steal because he loves theft, 
but because he is endowed with a 
cheap john faculty that compels him 
todo business without capital. He 
will steal asack of potatoes, one by
